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New Zealand First Flight Soon 


On Tuesday, August 22, Pan Ameri- 
can Airways planned to start a survey 
flight over its proposed route to New 
Zealand which when eventually estab- 
lished will carry mail between the var- 
ious islands on the route. 

Announcement was made by the Post 
Office Department Aug. 30, that it is 
expected in the near future regular fort- 
nightly air mail service will be inaugu- 
rated on a route from San Francisco, 
California, by Honolulu, Hawaii, Canton 
Island, (no post office), and Noumea, 
New Caledonia, to Auckland, New Zea- 
land, and return. The Department points 
out that the date for beginning this 
service can not be determined until the 
Pan American Airways receives the 
necessary government certificate author- 
izing the operation. But it is giving 
this advance information in order that 
collectors may have the opportunity to 
prepare and submit covers, which shall 
be at their own risk. 

Covers intended for this first flight 
may be prepared in the following manner: 

San Francisco to Noumea, 40 cents 
per half ounce; and San Francisco to 
Auckland, 50 cents per half ounce; 
senders to affix stamps and send in 
outer envelope addressed to postmaster, 
San Francisco, California, in time to 
reach him not later than September 30, 
1939. 

Honolulu to Noumea, 20 cents per half 
ounce; and Honolulu to Auckland, 30 
cents per half ounce; senders to affix 
stamps and send in outer envelope ad- 
dressed to postmaster, Honolulu, Hawaii, 
in time to reach him not later than 
September 30, 1939. 

Auckland to Noumea, 1 shilling per 
half ounce; Auckland to Honolulu, 2 
shillings per half ounce; and Auckland 
to San Francisco, 3 shillings 6 pence 
per half ounce; senders to transmit con- 
signments of covers with appropriate 
money order, payable to postmaster, 
Auckland, N. Z., for postage, in outer 
envelope addressed to postmaster, Auck- 
land, New Zealand, and mail in time to 
connect S. S. MONTEREY sailing from 
San Pedro, California, September 13. 
Instead, senders may have Pan Ameri- 
can Airways service covers for mailing 
at Auckland, with a handling charge, 
the total charges to be—Auckland to 
Noumea, 35 cents per half ounce; Auck- 
land to Honolulu, 50 cents per half 
ounce; and Auckland to San Francisco, 
80 cents per half ounce. Any such covers 
with appropriate money order or certified 
check, payable to Pan American Airways 





Co., may be sent in time to reach that 
company at San Francisco, California, 
not later than September 30, 1939. 

While consignments of covers with 
proper remittances (money orders not 
feasible) for postage, are acceptable at 
Noumea, it does not appear practicable 
to send them in time by steamship. The 
total postage is—Noumea to Auckland, 
6.75 francs per 10 grams; Noumea to 
Honolulu, 10.75 francs per 10 grams; 
and Noumea to San Francisco, 19.25 
francs per 10 grams. Pan American Air- 
ways offers to service these covers with 
a charge to meet handling costs, the 
total charges to be—Noumea to Auck- 
land, 33 cents per 10 grams; Noumea to 
Honolulu, 45 cents per 10 grams; and 
Noumea to San Francisco, 65 cents per 
10 grams. 

Senders outside the United States 
may send the specified covers to San 
Francisco or Honolulu with money order 
or certified check, payable to postmaster, 
for purchase of stamps. Cachets will 
be applied at San Francisco and Hono- 
lulu only on covers inclosed with requests 
for such cachets. All covers received at 
those offices from Auckland and Noumea 
by the first flight will be backstamped. 
Special treatment will not be given 
articles dispatched from San Francisco 
to Honolulu or Honolulu to San Fran- 
cisco, since there has been a first flight 
between those points. 

While there was a first flight from 
Auckland by Pago Pago, Kingman Reef 
and Honolulu to San Francisco in Jan- 
uary, 1938, the New Zealand postal 
authorities state they will have a cachet 
applied to all covers dispatched and 
backstamp placed on all covers received 
on the first flight by the route via Nou- 
mea. Noumea also will apply cachet 
and backstamp. 

The covers specified above, may be 
addressed to the senders themselves or 
other persons in the United States or 
elsewhere but they must be marked in 
the upper left corner to show the points 
between which first flight carriage is 
desired. After the flight covers will be 
delivered to the addresses in the ordinary 
mails. No arrangement is made for 
round-trip covers or covers to be can- 
celed at successive points. 

There being no post office on Canton 
Island any covers taken to that place 
must be carried outside the closed mails. 
However, postage should be paid for 
articles so carried over the mail route. 
For the benefit of collectors desiring 
covers carried to and from Canton Is- 





land, this information is given of the 
offer of Pan American Airways to service 
such covers, affix the required postage 
thereon, place them in the mails to the 
extent practicable, and stamp certificate 
thereon that they were received at (or 
dispatched from) Canton Island; also 
the postmasters at San Francisco and 
Honolulu will stamp certification on 
covers of their dispatch to or receipt 
from Canton Island at those offices re- 
spectively. The total charges, including 
a charge to meet handling costs, quoted 
by the company are, for covers from— 

San Francisco to Canton Island, 45 
cents per half ounce; Canton Island to 
San Francisco, 45 cents per half ounce; 
Honolulu to Canton Island, 25 cents per 
half ounce; Canton Island to Honolulu, 
25 cents per half ounce; Noumea to 
Canton Island, 35 cents per 10 grams; 
Canton Island to Noumea, 25 cents per 
half ounce; Auckland to Canton Island, 
45 cents per half ounce; and Canton 
Island to Auckland, 35 cents per half 
ounce. . 

The covers to be carried to Canton 
Island, should be addressed to the ad- 
dressee at “Canton Island, South Pa- 
cific,” but should bear the addressee’s 
home address on the reverse side, so that 
they may be returned after the flight 
inclosed to the addressee. However, the 
covers to be carried outward from Can- 
ton Island to the various points, should 
be directed to the addressees at their 
home adresses so they may continue 
onward in the mails. All covers should 
be marked in the upper left corner to 
show the points between which carriage 
is desired. 

Any such covers designed to be carried 
to or from Canton Island, should be 
sent in outer envelope to Philatelic Sec- 
tion, Pan American Airways Co., San 
Francisco, California, in time to reach 
that place by September 30, and be 
accompanied with appropriate money 
order or certified check payable to Pan 
American Airways Co. The Department 
does not assume any responsibility for 
these covers. 

Should it develop that the flight is 
made materially later than September 
30, covers will be accepted in each case 
up to a reasonable time before de- 
parture of the plane. 

No new stamps for the rates on this 
route are being contemplated according 
to latest reports. Not more than two of 
current U. S. air mails are necessary to 
make the rates from U. S. and Hawaii.

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German Se Tenant Sheets 


Julius B. Bock of Berlin advises that 
the German postal service recently is- 
sued without advance notice sheets con- 
taining the 1, 3 and 5 pfennig values 
of the Hindenburg Medallion type se 
tenant and tete beche. The sheets of 
100 stamps are printed in two halves 
which are tete beche to each other. 
Each half sheet comprises’ vertical 
strips of four stamps with a blank in 
the middle instead of a fifth stamp. 
A vertical strip of ten reading from top 
to bottom comprises therefore 1 pf., 5 
pf., Blank, 3 pf., 1 pf., 1, 3, blank, 5 
and 1 pf. with tete beche horizontally. 
Sheets are sold at 2 marks. The reason 
for these curious sheets is that it is 
planned to use them in machines which 
would vend strips of five.

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What Might Have Been 





Twenty-five years ago, a dejected 
German prince boarded an Italian yacht 
in the harbor of Durazzo, Albania and 
sailed for Italy, and a stamp issue just 
off the Vienna presses of the Imperial 
Austrian State Printing Works became 
thereby An Issue That Might Have 
Been. A council of ambassadors in 1913 
had carved up troublesome Albania and 
erected a principality to which Prince 





William Frederick of Wied, Germany 
was drafted as ruler. He arrived on 
March 7, 1914, at Durazzo, but so un- 
ruly were his “subjects” that most of 
the time allied guns were necessary to 
safeguard the Adriatic capital. His ar- 
rival was celebrated by an overprint on 
current stamps and a permanent series 
of the design depicted was ordered print- 
ed. On August 30, 1914, Prince William 
tired of trying to rule the wild Albanians 
and fearing the World War would lose 
for him what backing he had, abandoned 
the crown and fled to the safety of the 
yacht and sunny Italy. Accompanying 
him was his American aide, Harold 
Spencer, faithful to the last. Revolu- 
tionists and bandits looted post offices 
and public buildings, obtaining large 
quantities of the ill-fated stamps por- 
traying the unlucky prince. These were 
just about to be issued. These reached 
stamp markets eventually and are fre- 
quently seen today. A small quantity 
remaining in Albania was used after 
overprinting during an emergency in 
1920, the first and only time they were 
issued for postal purposes, but the Al- 
banians obliterated the Prince’s portrait 
with a black double-eagle emblem.

FOUR HORSEMEN 
RIDE AGAIN 


The long ex- 
pected Second 
World War has 
begun and like the first can be expected 
to profoundly affect our hobby. In 
practically their first gallop, the Four 
Horsemen removed to the list of dead 
countries in our albums, the name of 
the Free City of Danzig. Stamp col- 
lectors paid a heavy proportion of the 
costs of the last war and our albums 
even as this war was breaking out were 
still receiving issues dealing with the 
first World War. No doubt once more 
we will be expected to buy heavily of 
issues raising funds for the wounded and 
refugee; for rebuilding the structures de- 
stroyed; and lastly for monuments to the 
glory of the victors. 

The question uppermost in the minds 
of American collectors and dealers is 
“What effect will it have on us?” If 
anything, philatelic activity in this coun- 
try should increase materially. All the

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old world stamp centers are involved in 
what promises to be the most destructive 
conflict in history and stamp business 
will consequently seek refuge here. 
America might emerge therefore as the 
stamp center of the world. The past few 
years have witnessed a heavy flow of 
refugee stamps to this country and the 
present conflict can be expected to ac- 
celerate this. Much of this will be of- 
ferred in the marts and collectors will 
have the opportunity of lifetimes as the 
result. This may swing interest from 
U. S. issues to those of foreign countries 
and certainly the issues of the countries 
involved in the struggle will be in de- 
mand. 

Impetus will be given groups of col- 
lectors whose specialties have become 
popular since the last war. Naval and 
war cover collectors are already faced 
with changes. Ships carrying trans-At- 
lantic seapost offices are scurrying for 
safety. Censorship of mails is already 
in effect with resultant markings for 
collectors of these covers. Army posts 
are being established to care for the 
postal requirements of the millions of 
men in the field. The first day of war 
saw air mail service curtailed, even af- 
fecting trans-Atlantic service, and our 
newly inaugurated air service across the 
Atlantic may become short-lived and the 
30c air stamp a “war orphan.” 

While the war may temporarily bene- 
fit our hobby, as stamp collectors we 
have learned the futility of war from 


the bits of paper in our albums. The 
numerous Victory stamps of twenty 
years ago are only grim satires. The 


nightmarish scenes on the 1934 Russian 
Horrors of Modern War issue have be- 
come ghastly reality. The lessons taught 
by the hundreds of stamps issued as a 
result of the “war to end all wars” have 
not been entirely wasted and collectors 
can only wish their countrymen had as 
thorough a knowledge of the results of 
war. 

It is probable the present war will not 
result in so many additions to our al- 
bums as the last. This time the theatre 
of war is Europe alone, while in 1914 it 
was scattered over the world and the 
conquest of colonial possessions resulted 
in many rarities, new countries and the 
end of old ones. The 1939 front fortu- 
nately does not extend from the Baltic 
to the Indian Ocean. So in stamp is- 
sues the performances of 20 years ago 
will not be repeated—we hope!

Errors Found In Design of Printing Stamp 





As befitting a stamp commemorating ' 


the establishment of printing the design 
of the 3c Printing Tercentenary stamp 
as illustrated herewith from the original 
drawing, imitates a type-set production. 
The style of lettering used is in imita- 
tion of the type used in 1639 when 
Stephen (alias Steven) Daye operated 
the first press. 

The illustration on the stamp is almost 
identical with one on page 19 of a book 
“Stephen Daye and His Successors” pub- 
lished by the University Press at Cam-

bridge, Mass., and it is obvious the 
stamp design is copied from this draw- 
ing. The stamp design includes a rather 
obvious error which occurs in the original 
drawing. At the top of the press will be 
seen two wing nuts which on the actual 
press were at the ends of two long bolts 
which ran vertically from the part known 
as the “head” to the “cap”. The “cap” 
is the horizontal top piece of the press 
on which the two wing nuts are to be 
seen and the “head” is the thick wooden 
block above the screw and on the center 
top of which can be seen another wing 
nut. Though the two wing nuts are 
plain, the bolts they are attached to are 
entirely missing in the stamp design— 
see the cut as used on LINPRINT cov- 
ers. It is obvious too that no check 
was made of the historical accuracy of 
the pieces of the press restored when it 
was practically rebuilt about half a cen- 
tury ago. The fancy turned supports 
at back of the press, reminiscent of bed 
posts, are claimed by author Sidney A. 
Kimber to be inaccurate as such fancy 
work was not used on the first presses 
of the time of 1639, and these should 
instead be simple posts. 

In all photos and drawings a peg or 
knot hole in the side of the upright 
in the foreground may be seen, showing 
how detailed the Bureau engravers cop- 
ied the original drawing. 





The inscription “300th Anniversary of 
Printing in Colonial America” will prob- 
ably also draw fire south of the Rio 
Grande as the former Spanish posses- 
sions of Mexico and Peru had printing 
presses long before Stephen Daye and 
his crude press arrived in the British 
American Colonies. These Spanish col- 
onies might Properly be termed “Colon- 
ial America” and a constant source of 


resentment south of the Rio Grande has 


been the use by the United States of 
the name America to things connected 
with this country alone. 








The official description of the coming 
Printing commemorative stated the 
stamp was “in commemoration of the 
three hundredth anniversary of the in- 
troduction of printing in colonial Amer- 
ica.” The official description is as fol- 
lows: 

“The central design is a reproduction 
of the first printing press used in colonial 
America, underneath which is the in- 
scription “Stephen Daye Press” in dark 
lettering on white ground. Above, and 
to the right of the press, in two lines 
are the dates “1639” and “1939”. In 
two horizontal lines at the top of the 
stamp is the wording: “300th anniver- 
sary of printing in Colonial America,” 
in dark lettering. “United States Postage 
Three Cents” is shown in three lines in 
dark letters at the bottom of the stamp. 
In each lower corner is the numeral “3” 
in like lettering. All inscriptions and 
titles are printed in colonial style as 
used in that period.” 

In stating their directions for prepar- 
ing first day covers for these new stamps, 
the Department called attention to the 
fact that at previous first day sales 
many covers were undelivered due to 
the sender failing to properly address 
them. Each cover must be addressed 
and bear a pencil endorsement in upper 
right corner of the number of stamps 
to be affixed there. The postal officials 
also suggested that large covers not be 
used, nor irregularly shaped ones, while 
envelopes smaller than 3x6 inches should 
not be used either. Flaps should be 
sealed or at least tucked in and better 
cancellations are assured if each en- 
velope contains some light weight en- 
closure such as a thin card, or several 
pieces of writing paper. 

The new stamp will go on sale at the 
Philatelic Agency and at all post offices 
supplied in time, on Sept. 26. Post-

New York Match Forgery 


In 1875 Benoni Howard was sentenced 
to five years hard labor for complicity jp 
forging a 1c Match stamp originally en. 
graved for his own firm “B. & H. D, 
Howard.” The American Journal oj 
Philately of that year tells how Howard 
had almost a mania for becoming “even” 
with those he believed had cheated him, 
In connection with the supplying of the 
stamps for his match company he 
claimed the government had charged 
him more than it should since the plate 
had been designed to his order. In 1869 
the government stepped in and stopped 
the firm’s operation when packages of 
matches were found lacking the stamp. 
More serious charges were filed not long 
afterward when a fisherman found bur. 
ied in the mud of the East River, what 
was immediately ascertained to be a 
counterfeit copper plate for printing the 
stamps. Though Howard was tried, 
the jury disagreed. He then fied to 
Quebec but eventually was returned and 
found guilty. 





® Despite Japanese objections the Chi- 
nese National post office in the city of 
Shanghai, under protection of the mu. 
nicipality, issued the stamps commemo 
rating the Sesquicentennial of the U.S 
Constitution. The flag shown on the 
stamps is that of the Chinese forces 
which the Japanese have been fighting 
for two years.

Collectors who noted announcements 
that Argentine stamps might be pur- 
chased at that nation’s pavilion at the 
New York World’s Fair were disappoint- 
ed to find that, while the stamps were on 
sale, the prices were considerably higher 
than dealer’s quotations for the same 
stamps here in New York. Local dealers 
were not surprised however, since other 
nations selling stamps at the fair have 
been following the same policy. 


New York and Grover Whalen wel- 
come the Algerian New York World’s 
Fair stamps. Instead of the single stamp 
forecast for the Fair, this colony has 
released five. All have the same design, 
showing a ship of the American Export 
Lines (of New York) flying the Ameri- 
can flag, at a dock.

Commemorative 
Stamp Facts 


By Capt. A. C. TOWNSEND 





THE 3c “ORDINANCE” 


A peculiar looking unattractive 3c 
stamp was issued in a rusty reddish 
violet (officially called purple) in July, 
1937, “to commemorate the 150th anni- 
versary of the adoption of the Ordinance 
of 1787 and the organization of the 
Northwest Territory.” It was put on 
first day sale at New York City, where 
the Ordinance was enacted, and also at 
Marietta, Ohio, the first permanent set- 
tlement in the territory. It carries an 
outline map of the original states and 
the Northwest Territory, with portraits 
of Manasseh Cutler, sponsor of the 
Ordinance, at the left, and on the right 
that of Rufus Putnam, leader in the 
settlement of the territory. 

The Northwest Territory was “that 
portion of the U. S. which comprised all 
the land lying between the Ohio, the 
Mississippi and the Great Lakes, im- 
mediately west of the original states, 
and now forming the states of Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, Michigan and Wiscon- 
sin.” 

The 3c—Northwest Territory—was is- 
sued on July 13, 1937, in “purple,” 
rotary press, perf. 11x10'4, no wmk., and 
85,000,000 were ordered from plates 
21691-92-93-94. 125,134 first day cov- 
ers were cancelled at New York City 
and 130,531 at Marietta, Ohio. With 
this stamp the P. O. D. quietly intro- 
duced a machine cancellation reading, 
“First Day of Issue,” to the great satis- 
faction of collectors, and it has been 
used on subsequent first days. When 
finally withdrawn from issue, 84,825,250 
copies of this stamp had been issued.

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NOTES ON U. S. ISSUES 





On August 22 the Third Asst. Post- 
master General issued another order re- 
ferring to the proper method of can- 
celling stamps, particularly those on phi- 
latelic registered mail. If your post- 
master doesn’t do it the way he should 
and he is one of the numerous p. m.’s 
who apparently don’t read the Daily 
Postal Bulletin, then call his attention 
to the item in the August 24 issue of the 
Bulletin. In the notice, offices of the 
first and second class are ordered to ob- 
tain cancelling stamps of rubber compo- 
sition which contain a double-ringed oval 
without town name, while third and 
fourth class offices are directed to ob- 
tain and use a hardwood canceller (No. 
690 on postal supplies list). 


N. P. Baldwin, Washington, Pa., writes 
us about the refusal of the Shediac 
(Moncton) Canadian post office to ac- 
cept covers for the first flight via the 
northern Atlantic route if they were ad- 
dressed to points in this country. His 
covers, addressed to himself at above 
city, and marked to go via first flights 
Shediac-Dublin, etc., were returned with 
a printed slip stating there was no pro- 
vision for return from Europe of such 
covers. Since the slip was printed he 
rightly assumes many collectors must 
have had their covers refused. Why the 
Canadian services acted in this manner 
is hard to understand since mails so ad- 
dressed were accepted by all other post 
offices on the route. As a general rule 
the Canadians are very cooperative with 
collectors in matters concerning first 
flights. Can anyone supply the reason 
for this unusual treatment of covers? 


In sending questions or stamps for in- 
spection, readers should enclose a stamped 
addressed envelope for the answers or 





return of stamps. Not all inquiries can 
be answered through this column as 
many are not of interest. To the Mass- 
achusetts collector (?) who failed to 
send his address and asked about the 
lc 1922 design perf. 11x11 apparently in 
the belief his are the rare ones, we can 
reply only that a perforation and milli- 
metre gauge plus the reading of the 
foreword of the general or specialized 
catalog will answer all his questions. 
Most of the lc stamps perf. 11 are the 
very common flat plate stamp and may 
be readily told from the rarity without 
use of gauges of any kind.
